Breuer-Robison brought in the 
well, the W. R. McCarthy No. I, 
SWC NE NW, 25-9s-6e (Harrisburg 
township). 
The Robertson Tri-State Oil re­ 
port calls the well a hot spot in 
the Tri-State area.

duction, Breuer-Robison is testing 
Cypress at 2240-50 and 2256-82 in 
the No. I W. R. McCarty . . . that 
flowed 200 barrels of oil in eight 
hours through choke after recov­ 
ery of fracture oil.” 
Oil men in the area see a fine 
new Saline county field as a re­ 
sult of this discovery well. There 
have been muted reports for the 
past two or three weeks that Breu- 
er-Robison would have a good well 
at its McCarty, that they were 
withholding information until the 
producers were ready to give it 
out. 
In the area, most of the leases 
are held by Breuer-Robison, C. E. 
O’Neal, John Buchman and Abe 
Carter Oil Co.

Heavy rains, mud slides, and 
hurricane force winds spread more 
havoc through the Pacific North­ 
west today. 
A mud slide demolished a new 
$20,000 home outside Seattle, Wash, 
burying a 10-year-old girl. 
More 
rains pelted sodden northern Cali­ 
fornia, but a return of killer floods 
was not expected. 
Elsewhere, a cold wave dumped 
temperatures as much as 38 de­ 
grees in Montana and North Da­ 
kota and a surge of southern air 
boosted the mercury 
to record 
heights in the Midwest. 
The mud slide near Seattle Thurs­ 
day hit the side of a home in su­ 
burban Lake City and roiled thru 
it. 
Heather Sneddon, IO, was sleep­ 
ing when the mud poured into her 
bedroom. She was completely bur­ 
ied, but saved herself by burrow­ 
ing under her bedclothes. 
This 
created an air pocket which lasted 
(long enough for her father and a 
neighbor to dig her out. 
Vancouver Island was racked by 
hurricane force winds which ripped 
the roofs off five homes and bat­ 
tered in a 200-foot section of sea­ 
wall. 
In British Columbia, the black 
top was torn from a 200-foot sec­ 
tion of Campbell s main street. 
Twenty-four hour rainfalls in the 
area included 2.53 inches at Port­ 
land, Ore. 
The weather was completely dif­ 
ferent from eastern Colorado and 
western Kansas southward to the 
Texas Panhandle. 
There freak winds dried the air 
so much that humidity was below 
IO per cent. 
Denver 
humidity 
measured 4 per cent, far below 
that of most desert regions, and 
weathermen feared the extreme 
dryness would open the way for 
dust storms later. 
Farther north, 
Canadian cold 
sent the temperatures from 42 to 4 
above zero at Havre, Mont., and 
from 25 to I above at Williston, 
N. D. 
The cold was expected to move 
eastward 
today, routing record 
January warmth in Iowa and else­ 
where in the Midwest.

J. Gray (D-IU) urged today that 
Congress take “drastic action” this 
session to help relieve unemploy­ 
ment in economically depressed 
areas.

He testified before the Senate 
Labor subcommittee that “if fed­ 
eral help is not forthcoming,” thou­ 
sands of additional people will be 
1 forced to leave southern Illinois 
and jcek jobs elsewhere. 
The congressman said that about 
51,000 families already arc on pub­ 
lic relief in the 15 southern Illinois 
counties of his district. 
Farmers, as well as miners and 
industrial workers, “are experienc­ 
ing undue hardships” in the area, 
Gray said. 
He said his constituents “don’t 
want doles or handouts,” but must 
have economic assistance in the 
form of buns for industry and 


I grants for construction of public 
. works.

Dr. W. J. Tudor of Southern II- 
*linois 
University attributed 
the 
area's economic plight primarily 
to a decline in coal mining which 
he said was overemphasized as 
an industry when demand for the 
fuel was great. 
“Not only do we have poor agri­ 
culture, high unemployment, but 
we also have high public assist­ 
ance costs, low standards of liv­ 
ing, and many other conditions 
that go along with a depressed 
economy,” he told the subcommit- 
tee. 
Tudor recommended greater in­ 
dustrial diversification, training of 
unemployed for new jobs, and pub­ 
lic works projects. 
Goffrey Hughes, executive direc­ 
tor of Southern Illinois Inc., pro­ 
posed that the inland water barge 
routes be extended to Mississippi 
river tributaries in the area to 
help the coal raining industry. He 
also suggested a pilot plant for 
extraction of chemicals from coal 
and for exploring new uses for 
coal carbon residue. 
“A third suggestion is that you 
look with a critical eye on the ef­ 
fect on the coal industry by the 
importation of low grade residual 
oil,” he said. 
I Hughes also supported Tudor’s

a federal penitentiary be located 
in southern Illinois.

Judge Subpenas 
Newsmen to 
Teitelbaum Trial 


CHICAGO (W—Federal Judge Jo­ 
seph Sam Perry today ordered the 
subpena of newsmen who write 
articles about the income tax eva­ 
sion trial of gangster Al Capone’s 
one-time family lawyer. 
Perry said he wants the news­ 
men to be put on the stand so 
that they can tell the jury of any 
"inside 
information” 
they may 
have about the case. 
He also demanded that they say 
whether their articles are based 
on hearsay. 
"The time is coming when w ell 
have to do something about trying 
these cases in the newspapers,” 
Perry said. 
Perry revealed his plans at the 
opening Thursday af Abraham Tei- 
telbaum’s trial on charges of evad­ 
ing federal income taxes. A short 
time earlier, a prospective juror 
was excused because he said he 
had read newspaper accounts of 
the case and might be influenced 
by them. 
In several recent Federal Court 
cases, defense attorneys have de­ 
manded mistrials on grounds that 
pre-trial newspaper stories were 
prejudicial to their clients. 
Testifies Voluntarily 
However, Perry’s unusual move 
was the first of its kind on the 
federal bench here. 
It was done 
on his own initiative and not at 
the demand of government or de­ 
fense attorneys. 
Newsmen involved felt the order 
might raise controversy if an at­ 
tempt is made to force them to 
disclose the sources of their arti­ 
cles. 
Stephen Tooley of the Chicago 
Tribune 
was 
called 
to testify 
Thursday and subpenas were is­ 
sued for three other reporters— 
Max Sonderby of the Chicago Sun- 
Times, Robert Johnston of the Chi­ 
cago Daily News, and Harry Hey- 
denburg of the Chicago American. 
Tooley did not accept service of 
the subpena, but testified volun­ 
tarily. He said most of his informa­ 
tion about the case came from the 
U. S. attorney’s office. 
He did not examine legal records 
and got no information from per­ 
sons under oath, he said.

Tests in Pacific 


President Soys 
Nation Will Not Bo 
Duped by Propaganda 


WASHINGTON !U*-Look for an 
official announcement soon that the 
United States win stage new H- 
bomb tests in the Pacific this year. 
President Eisenhower made it 
clear Thursday that this country 
wiR not be duped by foreign prop­ 
aganda into calling the tests off. 
Atomic sources saw in his State 
of the Union message assurance 
that the United States will con 
tinue to perfect nuclear weapons 
for defense of the free world. 
A congressional authority said 
the new tests will be held this 
spring at the Eniwetok-Bikini prov­ 
ing ground in the Marshall Islands. 
The last tests there, in the spring 
of 1954, were of “ super H-bombs” 
comparable in violence to 15 mil­ 
lion or 20 million tons of TNT. 
"This year,” the congressional 
authority said, "we are thinking 
in term s of 40 million to 50 million 
tons.” 
Message Mentions Atom 
In Thursday’s message Mr. Eis­ 
enhower mentioned the atom in 
IO different paragraphs. 
Five of 
the references were to peacetime 
uses. 
The President spoke of U. S. ef­ 
forts "to harness the atom for the 
betterment of mankind.” He said 
"nuclear war would be an intoler­ 
able disaster.” And he added that 
this country will keep trying to 
get Russia to accept a perfidy- 
proof system of arms control. 
But he also noted that Soviet 
leaders so far have refused "to 
create 
the indispensable 
condi- j 
tions” for a secure peace. 
That being the case, the United 
States is beefing up its power to ; 
deter 
or repulse 
aggression by | 
"making operational new weapons | 
and by integrating the latest scien- j 
tific developments, including pew | 
atomic weapons, into our military 
plans.” You can't do any of that 
without field experiments to prove 
the fruits of research. 
Others Oppose Tests 
So the 1956 tests will go on as 
scheduled — despite political pres­ 
sure from the Communist world, 
from India, and from British La­ 
borite circles 
for an East-West 
agreement to ban further H-bomb 
development. 
Preparation for this year’s tests 
have been under way a long time. 
The test organization, Joint Task 
Force Seven, is a semi permanent 
agency. 
President Eisenhower is under­ 
stood to have given his final okay 
for this year’s tests to AEC Chair­ 
man Lewis L. Strauss shortly be­ 
fore bis pre-Christmas return from 
Gettysburg.

The tupau- 
pau were ghostly spirits, and he 
understood why the children clutch­ 
ed their mothers’ hands. The chief 
in his deep voice went on to tell
